The freshly pulled flax is at once sub- 
mitted to the process of “rippling,” 
which has for its object the. removal of 
the seed capsules. This operation is 
performed by hand, by drawing succes- 
sive bundles of flax straw through the 
upright prongs of large, fixed iron 
combs, or “ripples.” ‘If the pulled flax 
has been dried and stored, the removal 
of the seeds is usually effected by. the 
seed machine, which consists essentially 
of a pair of iron rollers, between which 
the flax straw is passed. 

The most important operation in sep- 
_arating the fibre is that of “retting,” the 
object of which is to decompose. and 
render soluble by means of fermenta- 
tion, as well as. to remove certain ad- 
hesive substances which bind the bast 
tibres not only to each other, but also to 
the central Woody portion of the stem, 
technically termed the ‘‘shive,” “shore’’ 
or “boon.” ‘ 

The varios naves..pf-retting may be- 
classified tone. 

This may be carried out either 
with running or. with stagnant water. 
(2) Dew retting. (3) Warm water retting. 

Cold water retting—The best system 
of retting in running water is said to be 
practiced in the neighborhood of 
Courtrai, in Belgium, where the water 
of the sluggish river, Lys is available. 
The bundles of flax straw are packed 
vertically in large wooden crates lined 
with straw. Straw anc boards are 
afterwards placed on the top, and the 
crate thus charged. is. anchored:-in- the

The end of the process 
must be ‘aceurately-determined by~od- 
casionally examining the appearance of 
the stems,_and-applying certain~tests. 
The flax bundles should feel soft, and 
the stems should be covered with a 
greenish slime, easily removed by pass- 
ing them between the finger and thumb; 
when bent over the forefinger the 
central woody portion should spring up 
readily frém the fibrous sheath. Ifa 


his hand or under his arms and, after a| portion of the fibre is separated from 


the stem and suddenly stretched, it 
should draw asunder with a soft, nota 
sharp, sound. When the retting is com- 
plete, the flax is carefully removed from 
the crates and set up in sheaves to dry, 

Retting in stagnant water is the 
method usually adopted in Ireland and 
Russia. The flax in this case is steeped 
in ponds, situated near a_ river, if 
possible, and provided with suitable ar- 
rangements for admitting and running 
otf the water. . 

This mode of retting is more expe- 
ditious than when ranning water is em- 
ployed, because the organic matters re- 
tained in the water very materially as- 
sist the fermentation; there is, however, 
always a danger of ‘‘over-retting,’’ that 
is, the fermentation may become too en- 
ergetic, in which case the fibre itself is 
attacked and more or less weakened. 
This danger is .minimized by oecasion- 
ally changing the water ‘during the 
steeping process. 

The quality of the water. employed in 
retting is of considerable importance: 
pure soft water is the best, calcareous 
water being altogether unsuitable. 

The waste flax water, being strongly 
impregnated with decomposing organic 
matter, poisons the streams into which 
it may run, and destroys the fish; but it 
possesses considerable value as a liquid 
manure. 

After retting in stagnant water, the 
flax is drained, then thinly spread ona 
field; it is left there for a week or more, 
and occasionally turned over. This 
process is termed “spreading,” or “grass- 
ing.’ Its object is not merely to dry 
the flax, but to allow the joint action of 
dew, rain, air and sun-light to complete 
finally the destruction and removal of 
the adhesive substancés already alluded 
to. After a few days exposure thestems 
begin to ‘‘bow,” the fibrous sheath sepa- 
rates more or less from the woody 
centre, and the latter becomes friable. 

* Dew retting simply consists in spread- 
ing the flax on the field and exposing 
it to the action of the weather for six 
or eight weeks, without any previous 
steeping. Damp weather is the most 
suitable for this method, since all fer- 
mentation ceases if the flax becomes 
dry. Dew retting is practised largely 
ih Russia and in some parts of Germany. 

Warm water retting was a system 
recommended in 1847 by R. B. Schenck. 
It consists in steeping the closely packed 
flax bundles in covéred wooden vats, 
| filled with water heated to 25 degrees, 
35 degrees C. By this means the fer- 
mentation is much’ accelerated, and the 
operation-is completed in ‘two or three 
| days..

If 
we have strong, sound, magnetic men 
we are safe; if not, then we would be 
safe even with a Carnegie or a Rocke- 
feller. 

“We must not chide our seminary for 
what it has done or las not done, but 
look out for the present Andover, The 
distance of the seminary from metropoli- 
tan centres makes no difference. Scholar- 
ly and magnetic men at the head ot 
the institution is what is needed to 
carry young men to the school. 

“The position of a seminary depends 
very largely on what is your conception 
of a chureh. If you think it isa place 
for social gatherings and activities of 
that kind, then the seminary among the 
woods is not the place for it... But when 
you come to a realization of the fact that 
the institutional church ‘is a failure 
today, then it becomes. plain that it is 
not essential ‘to have the seminary in 
the city. 

“It is the work of a minister to get 
hold of the-Almighty-God, to be assured 
of the providence in a scientific age— 
these are his true aims. The seminary

Carried Through the House by 


Representative Cole. 


One of the. big fights of the year in 
the House of Representatives that is of 
particular interest to Andover readers 
“is that which has just been won by Rep- 
resentative Cole, in carrying through 
the House~ his bill to compel street 
railways to provide suitable waiting 
rooms, upon the request of the authori- 
ties of cities and towns. The bill was 
reported against by the committee, and 
bitterly fought by the railway com 
panies, but was substituted and finally 
passed to the senate Thursday. 

Consideration of the measure in the 
senate has been postponed until next 
Wednesday, but owing to the strong in- 
fluences against it, the chances for the 
fina] passage of the bill, are dubious, 
That-the measure will become a law at 
a not very distant day, is abundantly 
assured by the. widespread newspaper 
approval and comment it has aroused. 
The perfected bill is as follows: 

Section 1. Any person or company 
operating a street railway in any city or 
town shall, upon request of the mayor 
and aldermen of the city, or the select- 
men of the town, establish and main- 
tain, at such points as shall be desig- 
nated by the said municipal authorities, 
suitable waiting-rooms for travellers 
upon the railway. Such waiting-rooms 


shall conform in respect to ~size, “ap- 
pearance, and the conveniences con- 
tained in them, to the requirements of 
the said municipal authorities. 

Section 2. In case any person or 
company operating a street railway is 
aggrieved by the request or require- 
ments of the mayor and aldermen or 
selectmen, made as aforesaid, he or it 
may appeal to the railroad commis- 
sioners who shall hear both parties, and 
shall then confirm, modify or revoke the 
said request or requirements, .and their 
decision shall be final. Such an appeal 
must be made within thirty days after 
the action complained of: otherwise the 
appeal shall not be entertained. 

Section 3. In case any person or com- 
pany operating a street railway as afore- 
said neglects, within a reasonable time, 
to comply with a request or requirement 
made as aforesaid by municipal author- 
ities and not modified or revoked by the 
railroad commissioners, or to comply 
with any such request or requirement 
as modified by the railroad comntis- 
sioners, the said person or company 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty 
dollars for every week during which 
such neglect continues. 

Section 4. This act shall 
upon its. passage.

ANDOVER CONFERENCE | 


Large and Successful Gathering at the 
First Congregational Church, Lowell. 


Addresses by Local - Clergymen. 


The forty-fourth annual meeting of 
the Andover conference was held with 
the First Congregational church, Lowell, 
Tuesday afternoon and evening. All the 
local churchés were represented by dele- 
gates and— pastors, the latter—taking 
prominent parts in the meeting. 


The whole was very successful, the 
report -of the. treasurer made in the 
evening showing all expenses paid and 
_a balance of $30 left in-the treasury. 

The conference was opened at 2.45 
by.-Rev. Ralph A. Gillam, pastor of the 
home church who extended a hearty 
welcome ito the visitors. 

The convention was then organized, 
P Rev. F. I? Kelley of the Dracut Con- 
grégational church being unanimously 
> 
the chair he led the conference in pray - 
er. ‘ 

The records of the conference held 
last year at Andover were read by 
Secretary A. W. Burnham and were 
approved by the conference. 

The organizatnon of a business com- 
mittee then came before \the confer- 
ence and it was voted that the mod- 
erator be authorized to appoint the 
committee. He appointed Rev, Sarah 
Dixon of Tyngsboro, Rev. F. A. Wil- 
son of Chelmsford and Rev. J. A. Mc- 
Knight of Dracut. a 

The next business was the reading 
of the reports of various committees 
and all were listened to with intense 


interest. 
The report of the statistical secre- 
tary, Rev. E. C. Bartlett of Chelms- 


ford was presented in, printed form, 
and distributed through the audience. 
It showed a_ statistical report of all 
the churches of the Andover confer- 
ence for the year 1902. 

A very animated discussion took place 
between the statistical secretary and 
several of the ministers in regard to fur- 
nishing the statistics more promptly. 

A report on the,work both spiritual 
and social, of ‘the churches of the con- 


ference was read by Rev.:C, 0, Day 
D. Dz 
The report of the fellowship) com- 


mittee, of which Rev. Edwin Smith of 
Andover is. chairman, was given’ in 


part by Rev. F. R. Shipman of An- 
dover, Mr. Smith having been called 
to Maine by the serious fllness of a 
relative. Mr. Shipman stated that no 


formal report was ready for submis- 
sion but gave a general ougline of the 
work done by the committee during the 
vear. He then read his report upon 
“Systematic Giving,” which proved to 
be highly interesting and. gave rise to 
a brief discussion which followed. The 
report stated that the churches of the 
Andover conference had not contribut- 
ed as generously to the seven beneficent 
organizations which they have decided 
to support as could be wished. 

The committee's report was prepared 
inciretlar form and was very concise 
and pointed in its make-up. 

Mr. Kelley spoke briefly on the 
question and was followed by Rev. F. 
Clayton Welles of the Highland Con- 
gregational church, who 18 a member 
of the committee on systematic giving. 


He said that he saw no reason why the , 


churches of the conference should be 
so far behind in point of giving to ben- 
eficent causes.. He said that there were 
innumerable drawbacks in raising mo- 
ney for foreign missionaries, and that if 
it were forced upon the people too often 
it would have a tendency to hamper the 
local interests. For this reason he was 
in favor of a more systematic method 
of giving. 

~ Rev. George E. Martin of the Kirk 
street church spoke next upon the 
juestion, and he took a few exceptions 
fo some things in the committee’s re- 
port. He thought the churches should 
take more pride in the primary inter- 
ests of the national organizations of 
the missionaries with which they aré 
connected, and felt that his church had 
done as well as any in the conference 
during the year. 

An interesting and lengthy paper on 
“Leadership «in a Congregational 
Church,"" was then read by Rev. H. E. 
Barnes, D. D., of North Andover. He 
referred in a’ general way to thought- 
less discourtesieS.of both parishioners 
to the ministers and ministers to the 
churchfolk. He referred with no little 
display of humor'‘to mistakes made in 
the pulpit by ministers. 

“The pastor's leadership is very of- 
ten crippled,”’ he said, ‘because he is 
too much governed by the church com- 
mittee.” He did not fall to recognize 
the importance of such committees and 
would appear favorable to them, tak- 
ing an active interest in their church, 
in a business way, but where spiritual 
questions were at issue, he thought the 
answers and solution should be left se- 
verely with the pastor. In closing he 
said that he never once regretted his 
choice of calling.and was ~ perfectly 
satisfied with his life.

ryéstore the surface of the streets to as 
good condition as the same shall be in 
before laying down of the_tracks; and 
wherever the same are located outside 
the then wrought part of said streets, 
the entire expense of cutting, filling, 

grading, widening and other work’shall 
be borne by said company. And gener- 
ally all the work upon said streets by

All poles used shall be located where 
indicated on said plan, shall be reason- 
ably straight, of sound timber, and 
painted; and shall’ be square or octa- 
gonal where marked on said plan and 
wherever the Board of Selectmen may 
hereafter so require; and all poles used 
must be satisfactory to the Selectmen. 

All the electrical equipment shall be 
done in a workmanlike manner and 
modified and changed where the Select- 
men may so require. 

All the trimming of trees shall be 
done under the direction of the tree 
warden of the town or other proper of- 
ficial. 

Third—Said company shall use first 
class rolling stock, and maintain the 
same and all tracks and appliances in 
first class repair. Should they fail so 
to do, such reasonable and necessary 
repairs may be made under the direc- 
tion of the Selectmen,-and the expense 
thereof shall be borne by said company; 
but this shall not interfere with the 
right hereinafter reserved to revoke this 
location or any part of the same.

The railwav shall be completed and in 
actual operation § throughout, before 
June 1, 1901. 

For any failure of the company :to 
comply with any of the conditions of 
this order, the electmen may revoke the 
location hereby granted; or any portion 
of the same.
